WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)- 
The Administration provided a 
possilfe wedge today for reopen- 
ing some deadlocked wage dis- 
putes by boosting its estimate of 
how Much living costs have in- 
creased since 1941. 

Stabilization Administrator John 
C. Collet announced that the cost 
of living rise is closer to 33 per 
cent than the previously accepted 
29.5 or 30 per cent. He added 
that employers who raised pay 
scales accordingly could use that 
factor as a basis for seeking 
price increases. 

Collet was elaborating on Presi- 
dent Truman’s announced wage- 
price policy. In that declaration 
of Oct. 30, Truman listed cost of 
living raises among the few class- 
es of pay boosts which could be 
considered by the Office of Price 
Administration in passing on price 
increases. 

Neither Truman then, nor Collet 
last night, offered any guarantee 
that OPA would boost price ceil- 
ings as a result, 

Auto Negotiations Resumed. 

General Motors Corp. and the 
CIO United Auto Workers re- 
sumed negotiations today over the 
union's 30 per cent wag increase 
demand. Earlier yesterday these 
talks had been postponed indefi- 
nitely, 

The corporation originally had 
countered the union’s demand 
with an offer of an average 10 per 
cent pay rise. This, General Mo- 
tors said, would increase the pay 
of its employes to a level 30 per 
cent above January 1941. The 
union refused, and the company 
withdrew its proposal. 

Collet directed government agen- 
cies dealing with various phases 
of the wage-price policy to use 
the new 33 per cent. figure in com- 
paring the increase in average 
straight-time hourly earnings of 
a worker with the advance in liv- 
ing costs since January 1941. 

33 Per Cent Rise in Living Cost. 

He said he was advised by the 
Department of Labor that 33 per 
cent “most accurately reflects the 
increase in the cost of living be- 
tween those dates.” 

A special presidential cost-of- 
living committee headed by Wil- 
liam H. Davis reported last spring 
that 3 or 4 per cent should be 
added to the then estimated 29.5 
per cent advance to take account 
of poorer quality merchandise and 
the disappearance of low-cost 
goods from the market. 

The Collet order states that 
when OPA is unable to estimate 
cost increases resulting from wage 
increases “within a reasonable 
margin of error” it should wait to 
obtain experience based on “a 
representative period subsequent 
to the wage or salary increase.” 

Some OPA economists thought

More than 175 public and pri- 
vate agency workers would be on 
hand at the veterans’ community 
service center at Kiel Auditorium 
under the one-stop plan prepared 
iby the Post-Dispatch and pre- 
sented to Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann, who has taken it “under 
submission.” 

These workers, both paid and 
volunteer, would function in 16 
departments, to meet the needs of 
veterans who are returning to the 
St. Louis area at a rate of 2000 to 
2500 a week, and of veterans who 
already have returned. 

The location of the center, in 
Exhibition Hall, on the ground 
floor of Kiel Auditorium beneath 
Convention Hall, will be familiar 
to many veterans because it is the 
same place the U.S.O. has occu- 
pied.

street. The U.S.O. will occupy the 
north end of Exhibtion Hall.

will begin at the information desk 
in the veterans’ community serv- 
ice center, just inside the en- 
trance. Except at rush periods, 
three women could handle the in- 
formation desk, telling veterans 
where in the center they can get 
the services they want.

CONGRESSIONAL PENSION BILL 
APPROVED BY HOUSE GROUP 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
Legislation setting up a pension 
system for members of Congress 
was approved 11 to 4 today by the 
House Civil Service Committee. 

The measure, which now goes 
to the House, provides a contribu- 
tory system of retirement benefits 
not only for elective Officers of 
the Government but for heads of 
executive departments.

POLICE BOARD 
DEFERS ACTION 
AGAINST UNION 


Awaits Court Decision on 
Injunction Suit Before 
Deciding on Its Next 
Step. 


The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners announced after a three- 
hour session today that action to 
enforce a rule against unioniza- 
tion of the Police Department 
would be held up pending a court 
decision in the injunction suit 


brought by the union. 

The decision to await a court 
ruling was reached after a pro- 
longed conference with Associate 
City Counselor James V. Frank 
and Assistant State Attorney Gen- 
eral Frank P. Motherway, who are 
representing the board in contest- 
ing the injunction suit. 

A hearing on the question of a 
temporary order to restrain the 
board from carrying out its avowed 
intention to destroy the union is 
to be resumed in circuit court at 
10 o’clock tomorrow morning. The 
board indicated it might hold a 
special session after the hearing. 

Judge’s Proposal Studied. 

Circuit Judge William K. Koer- 
ner yesterday announced his will- 
ingness to issue a temporary re- 
straining order against the board, 
provided the board would suspend 
its anti-union fight and the union 


would halt its organizing activities 
until the question of a temporary 


injunction is settled at a hearing 


‘called for Dec, 20. 
| The 


board and its attorneys 
would not commit themselves on 
this point today, but it was indi- 
cated the condition outlined by 
Judge Koerner would be accept- 
able to them, Whether the union 
will agree to suspend itg activities

was debatable. 

Board President Mark D. Eagle- 
ton said today’s meeting gave the 
commissioners their first opportu- 
nity to review the union problem 
with their attorneys. The commis- 
sioners were served with copies 
of the union petition which 
accuses them of violating the con- 
stitutional rights of members of 
the force. 

A board ultimatum threatening 
disciplinary action against mem- 
bers of the force failing to file 
notices of withdrawal from the 
union by last midnight brought 
only 169 resignation notices. There 
were 529 statements of refusal to 
resign. The union claims an en- 
rollment of about 1200 of the 1891 
men eligible for membership. 

Union Studies Judge’s Offer. 

Vigorous opposition to discon- 
tinuance of the union's organiza- 
tion campaign at this time was 
voiced by’ Roderick MacDonald, 
organization director for the AFL 
American Association of State, 
County and Municipal Employes. 

“We must back up the men who 
have shown the courage to defy 
the Police Board,” he said. “More 
than 100 members of the Police 
Department were waiting until

Ex-Chief of Staff Testi- 
fies Attack Could Not 
Have Been Stopped 
but It Could Have Been 
Broken Up.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP)— 
Gen. George C. Marshal] testified 
today there was nothing in Allied 
staff conferences before Pearl 
Harbor that committed the United 
States to go to war unless at- 
tacked in the Pacific. 

The wartime chief of staff told 
the Senate-House Pear! Harbor In- 
vestigating Committee that he 
participated in these conferences 
of American, British, Canadian 
and Dutch officers, 

His testimony was elicited to 
clear up contentions that the 
United States was committed to 
war before Dec. 7, 1941, the day 
the Japanese attacked Pearl Har- 


bor, 

Marshall also declared the 
Army and Navy had enough 
strength at Pearl Harbor Dec. 
7, 1041, to break up the Japa- 
nese attack and “greatly lessen” 
the damage, Had the forces 
been alert and the attack 
smashed, Marshall said the en- 
tire Japanese campaign of ag- 
gression would have been ruined. 

William Mitchell, chief of com- 
mittee counsel, dwelt at length on 
the prewar military talks. 

No Commitment in Conferences. 

A report of some of the con- 
ferences was inserted in the rec- 
ord and Mitchell asked: 

“Did you ever know of any com- 
mitment by the President or any- 
one else by which the United 
States was committed to engage 
in war without being attacked.” 

“No sir, I did not,” Marshall re- 
plied. 

“Did these conferences contain 
any commitment for the United 
States to go to war?” 

“No sir,” Marshall answered em- 
phatically, “I didn’t interpret them 
as such. They were intended to 
deal only with possible eventuali- 
ties.” 

Not in Political Charter Talks. 

Mitchell asked whether Mar- 
shall knew of any commitment 
made at the Roosevelt-Churchill 
conference in August 1941, when 
the Atlantic Charter was pro- 
claimed from the cruiser Augusta 
at sea, 

“I was not involved in the politi- 
cal discussions,” was Marshall's 
terse reply. 

Marshall said he was occupied 
in military talks with the late Sir 
John Dill, chief of Britain's 
ground forces, during that meet- 
ing. 

He said he also did not know 
of parallel British-American pro- 
tests to Japan until he returned 
to the United States and general 
discussions with the State Depart- 
ment were started. Then, he said, 
he learned of the message Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had sent “after 
he sent it.” 

Power to Break Up Attack. 

Although the planes and guns at 
Pear] Harbor were never in pro- 
fusion, Marshall testified, “they 
had at least the means to break 
up that attack so it could only 
have done limited harm.” 

Marshall said he meant that the 
entire garrison on the. alert 
“couldn’t have stopped the attack 
but could have disorganized it and 
Shaken it off its targets, thereby 
greatly lessening the damage that 
was done.” 

Marshall asserted the Japanese 
risked a great “hazard” in assault- 
ing Pear] Harbor as a “subsidiary 
action” to cover their main move- 
ment toward Malaya. 

It was so great a risk, he said, 
that he himself didn’t anticipate it. 

“That specific operation was not 
visualized by me,” Marshall 
acknowledged. “I felt that the 
hazards were too great ...-as I 
recall it, that was my thinking at 
the time.” 

Marshall agreed with the sug- 
gestion by Mitchell that the state 
of “non-alertness” in Hawaii in- 
fluenced the decision to attack. 

Japan Risked Catastrophe, 

He also emphasized that the 
enemy was risking the great haz- 
ard of catastrophe itself, 

“A surprise attack is either a 
triumph or a catastrophe,” he ex- 
plained. 

He said that, if the Japanese 
had been detected and hit hard at 
Pearl Har there would have 
been these results: 

The Japanese advance into Ma- 
laya would have been halted. The 
drive into Indochina would have 
had to stop. The Burma road

NUERNBERG, Dec. 6 (By Ra- 
dio) —On Aug. 28, 1939, just before 
the invasion of Poland, the late 
Sir Neville Henderson, British 
Ambassador to Berlin, strongly 
suggested to Adolf Hitler that the 
word of Germany could not longer 
be considered good. 

The diplomat was summoned to 
the Fuehrer’s presence at 10:30 
o’clock that night for an interview 
which lasted one hour and 15 
minutes. In attendance was 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, one of 
the defendants in the war crimes 
trial, who was German foreign 
minister. Henderson's report, in 
the form of a djiong telegram to 
Viscount Halifax, then chief sec- 
retary of foreign affairs, was 
placed in the files of the case to- 
day by Sir David Maxwell-Fyfe, 
assistant British prosecutor. 


Henderson began the conversa- 
tions by declaring that the Eng- 
lish regarded as absurd the Ger- 
man Government’s supposition 
that crushing the Reich was their 
settled policy. It was equally as- 
tonishing, he continued, that any- 
one in Germany should doubt for 
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Transfer to Soviet or French Areas, 
Reply to Russians Says. 


BERLIN, Dec. 6 (AP)—Half a 
million Germans have been kept 
mobilized in the British occupa- 
tion zone of Germany “either for 
employment on work of essential 
importance or for eventual trans- 
fer to the Russian or French 
zones,” an official British state- 
ment said last night. 

The statement was issued after 
the Russians had charged the 
British with violating four-power 
agreements by their use of Ger- 
man military personnel. The 
charges are being studied by a 
co-ordinating committee which 
will attempt to draft rules to ap- 
ply in all occupation zones. 

The British statement _ said 
2,000,000 armed Germans already 
had been disbanded in the British 
zone, and said that transfers to 
other zones had “not been found 
possible during the last few 
months,” but soon would be 
speeded. 

Earlier, Field Marshal Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery had said 


German naval units were being 
used for minesweeping, and that 
German officers still wearing uni- 
forms were doing administrative 
statistical work which the British 
could not perform because of a 
personne] shortage.

Members of the Mayor's Emer- 
gency Housing Committee went to 
Jefferson Barracks today to sur- 
vey the number of structures 
which vill be made available sur- 
plus property and to determine 
how many of the structures can 
be used as emergency housing 
units to alleviate the acute hous- 
ing shortage here. 

The committee also directed an 


inquiry to the War Department to| 


determine whether the city or 


some other official agency might 
be able to lease temporarily the 


ground on which these structures 
stand. Such action would enable 
the buildings to be used immedi- 
ately fof cccupancy in the housing 
shortage and would save the time 
needed for dismantling, removing 
and r€assembling the structures. 

he committee’s efforts to ob- 
tain surplus federal housing units 
or buildings which could be con- 
verted for housing purposes were 
substantially furthered yesterday 
when Surplus Property Adminis- 
trator W. Stuart Symington signed 
an order authorizing federal] agen- 
cies to turn over such housing to 
states or local communities for 
rental to veterans. 

Order Effective Immediately. 

The order is effective immedi- 
ately and makes the properties 
available without charge. It ap- 
plies to both permanent and tem- 
porary units and to all buildings 
which can be converted to housing 
use. It makes the units available 
on the issuance of a simple per- 
mit which can be issued without 
negotiations. 

Federal housing units and sur- 
’ plus buildings which can be con- 
verted to housing are sufficient 
in quantity to alleviate much of 
the immediate pressure for 
emergency shelter for returning 
veterans and their families, mem- 
bers of the committee pointed out 
yesterday at a meeting in the 
Mayor's office. 

Charles J. Riley, director of 
public safety, reported that the 
Federal Government has asked 
for bids for 1500 hutments at Jef- 
ferson Barracks and for about 
150 larger structures at the reser- 
vation. 

Joseph Vollmer, member of the 
committee and vice president of 
the Fruin-Colnon Construction 
Co., said that by combining two 
of the hutments and _ installing 
some plumbing suitable emergency 
housing units for about 750 
families might be obtained. The 
jarger buildings could be easily 
remodeled, he said, so that each 
would accomodate several families.

Robert Spellbrink, Quade’s at- 
torney, asked probation for his | 
client, asserting that Quade 
thought the purchase was legiti- 
mate and abandoned the practice 
after finding out it was illegal. 
Judge Hulen denied his applica- 
tion for probation, saying, “He 
must have known it was illegal 
and a violation of the law when 
he bought meat without paying 
points for it. It’s a case of black 
marketing, pure and simple.” 

The Valley Farm Dairy Co., 3147 
Iowa avenue, and Joseph B. Wink- 
ler, general manager of the com- 
pany, were charged with violation 
of the food conservation sections 
of the emergency war acts in a 
criminal information filed today 
in Judge Hulen’s court by Blan- 
ton. 

The information, containing 40 
counts, charged the company used 
95,943 pounds of frozen milk solids 
in excess of the amounts the com- 
pany was entitled to use under 
war food orders from February 
1943, to last August. Violations oc- 
curred once or twice a month in 
the period, the information 
charged. 

Each count in the information | 
is a separate offense, a misde- 
meanor, and is punishable by a 
maximum fine of $10,000 and im- 
prisonment for one year.

| Gen. Doolittle will be nominated 
also for election to the board of 
‘directors of the Shell Union Oil 
Corp., parent concern of all Shell 
‘firms, at the next stockholders’ 
meeting. He will supervise the 
aviation interests of the Shell com- 
panies in the United States and 
participate in activities of associ- 
ated companies on a world-wide 
scnie, it was sald. . 

Before returning to active Army 
service in 1940, Gen. Doolittle was 
employed for 10 years as manager 
of the aviation department of 
Shell Oil Co., with headquarters 
at St. Louis. He served with the 
Army Air Forces from 1917 to 
1930, retiring with the rank of 
first lieutenant to join the Shell 
organization. 

Almost simultaneously with re 
moval in 1940 of main offices of 

‘the firm to New York, Doolittle 
‘was recalled to active service and 
‘commissioned a lieutenant colonel. 
In 1942 he led the spectacular raid 
lon Tokyo from the aircraft car- 
‘rier Hornet. His promotion to 
brigadier general promptly fol- 
lowed and in 1944 he took com- 
mand of the Eighth Air Force. 
Promoted to lieutenant general, he 
‘participated in direction of the air 
war against Germany. 

When the Japanese surrendered, 
he was at Okinawa and later was 
transferred for duty at Army Air 
Force headquarters at Washing- 
ton. 

In‘a formal statement by Shell 
company spokesmen on the ap- 
pointment of Gen. Doolittle it was 
said: 

“Gen. Doolittle’s broad knowl- 
edge and many years of experi- 
ence as a pioneer in all phaseg of 
military, commercial and private 
aviation will enable him to con- 
tinue his valuable services to the 
aviation industry in which he has 
been such an important factor.” 

Shell officers declined to make 
public the salary Gen. Doolittle 
will receive, but speculation has 
included estimates up to $75,000 
annually. Gen. Doolittle is 48 
years old. One son is a captain in 
the Army Air Forces; apother is 
a West Point cadet.

“This radiation affects the 
blood-forming tissues in the bone 
marrow, and the whole function 
of the blood is impaired,” the for- 
mer University of Illinois physics 
instructor related. 

“The blood does not coagulate, 
but oozes in many spots through 
the unbroken skin, and internally 
seeps into the cavities of the body. 
The white corpuscles which fight 
infection disappear.” 

Lack of these corpuscles per- 
mits infection to “prosper,” Mor- |

Before taking a job, however, 
some veterans will want more edu- 
cational training. Under amend- 
ments to the G.I. Bill of Rights 
now pending in Congress, educa- 
tion at government expense, will 
be available to veterans regardless 
of their ages. Possibilities of such 
training will be kept in mind by 
vocational advisors, When further 
details are needed they can be ob- 
tained at the center from the sev- 
en representatives there of St. 
Louis public schools, St. Louis 
University and Washington Uni- 
versity. 

By contrast, at the present time 
a veteran is referred from the Re- 
ferral Center to Washington Uni- 
versity , six and a half miles away, 
if he wants to make inquiry about 
the possibility of taking college 
work there. Many veterans mak- 
ing the trip find that they have 
wasted their time, because they 
are not eligible for the work they 
want, or for other reasons do not 
enroll. 

Under the one-stop plan, the 
general type of educational work 
needed will be determined at the 
center. Then educational advisors 
there will make an appointment for 
the veteran with the educational 
authorities directly involved, and 
he will be ready there to make 
out his course of study and enroll. 
Already in hand will be his au- 
thorization for education at gov- 
ernment expense, made out by a 
Veterans Administration represen- 
tative at the center. 


Business Representatives. 


Veterans who want to go into 
business for themselves will find 
at the center a representative of 
the Chamber of Commerce to ad- 
vise them on business opportuni- 
ties in St. Louis, and also a repre- 
sentative of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, to make out papers for a 
G.I. business loan. 

The Smaller War Plants Cor- 
poration, at present the agency 
which certifies veterans for the 
purchase of war surplus goods, 
can handle its present load of in- 
quiries at the center with five 
men. Surplus goods are particular- 
ly in demand by veterans who 
want to go into business for them- 
selves. 

The United States Civil Service 
Commission is receiving inquiries 
from veterans regarding civil 
service jobs at the rate of about 
\300 a day. They could handle 
these at the center with a force 
/of 10 men. Veterans would be re- 
‘lieved of another trip, which prob- 
ably would be fruitless anyway, 
‘Since Winans Lubbock, veterans 
representative, says there are not 
civil service jobs available for all 
veterans applying. 

At present, more than half the 
returning veterans are getting un- 
employment compensation for 
from six to eight weeks. The num- 
ber of veterans who received com- 
pensation for this long a period 
could be reduced if they could be 
placed in _ satisfactory jobs, 
through an efficient job-counseling 
service. However, space at the 
center has been provided for 14 
employes of the Unemployment 
Compensation Commission, which 
is the number needed to take care | 
of veterans, by estimate of the | 
‘heads of the St. Louis office. 


Draft Boards, 


Presence of the St. Louis draft 
boards at the center would mean 
that all returning veterans, who 
had lived in St, Louis before join- 
ing the services, would visit the 
center. A force of 10 clerks could 
take all the reports of returning 
veterans, but Col. John J. Christy, |

tor, would like to move his entire 
force of 63 workers into the cen- 
ter.

He declined to pledge his vote in 
the caucus, and remained away 
from the Senate yesterday. Ap- 
parently he did not want to vote 
against his Republican associates, 
but actually his absence counted 
as,a vote against them. 
Two St. Louisans Included. 


Included among the 17 Republi- 
cans were two from St. Louis, Sen- 
ators Claude B. Ricketts and Wil- 
liam J. Studt, who ignored the 
fact that every business and civic 
organization in St. Louls, which 
has spoken on the bill, has op 
posed it vehemently. These in- 
cluded the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Autompbile Club. 

In adhering to a Senate Re- 
publican caucus, directed by a 
selfish interest, they repudiated 
Republican leadership in St. Louis, 
that of the city administration. 
Mayor Kaufmann took a vigorous 
stand against the bill when it first 
was introduced, and at his instruc- 
tions representatives of the city 
counselor’s office appeared before 
legislative committees in opposi- 
tion to it. 

The explanation of the two st. 
Louis Senators was that they 
voted “as Republicans.” The only 
partisan element in the whole 
matter was that a vote for the 
motion to override the veto was 
a vote against a Democratic Gov- 
ernor. The real issue was whether 
petty partisanship or the welfare 
of the state should prevail. 

The Quinn-Republican coalition 
bided its time to take action until 
it was certain that the required 
number of votes was assured, and 
the Senators in their seats. Sen- 
ator W. W. Blain of Sedalia, who 
has been too ill to attend sessions 
since last summer, was on hand, 
as were several others who have 
been irregular in attendance. For 
the first time in several months 
the attendance reached 30 yes- 
terday,. 

Assured of their victory, but 
doubtful that several aged and 
ailing Senators would be able to 
hold out unless the matter was 
disposed of quickly, the managers 
of the scheme worked with pre- 
cision to jam it through without 
delay.

TQKYO, Dec, 6 (AP) The Jap 
anese Army and Navy drew pion 
to launch the war with the United 
States in mid-October of 1941, two 
months before Pearl Harbor, but 
were stayed by the Government 
and Emperor, it was learned au 
thoritatively today. 

This was brought out py Ameri- 
can Army officers who questioned 
Prince Fumimaro Konoye, Pre- 
mier in those days when Japan 
talked of peace and prepared for 
new wars. Konoye's arrest as a 
war qrvimes suspect has been or- 
dered by Gen Douglas MacAr 
thur 

A reliable source said the Army- 
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Navy war plan was presented by 
the late Field Marshal Gen Sugi- 
yama, then chief of the army gen- 
eral staff, at a secret conference 
in Emperor Hirohito’s place Sept. 
6, 1941. 

Konoye was 
his interrogators 
unitedly supported the plan, but 
“we (the Government) still felt 
there was a possibility for nego- 
tiation, so we were willing to take 
a chance” 

The militarists then wee pre 
vailed on -to revise the plan so 
that preparations for hostilities 
instead of the hostilities them- 
selves were begun in the middle 
of October,

ly emphasized ‘the need for carry- 


ing on negotiations with America, 
but made no attempt then to de- 
termine the militarist plans or the 
prospects of victory if war came.

and with the Emperor absent.

to reach a diplomatic solution. 

He said ‘Tojo’s argument was 
that war with the United States 
was inevitable, even if Japan 
bowed to American demands and 
pulled all its troops out of China. 

As a resu't of the clash of opin. 
ions, the Prince told his question- 
ers, he was forced to resign and 
Tojo took over as the premier who 
led Japan into the disastrous war. 

Others at the meeting in Ko- 
noye’s home were Adm, Koshiro 
Oikawa, then Navy minister, and 
Lt. Gen. Telichi Suzuki, then pres- 
ident of the cabinet planning 
board.

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WASHINGTON SCHOOL 


FAVORED FOR NEGROES 


Board of Education Commit- 
tee for Plan Because of 
Large Number in Area. 


Plans to convert Washington 
School, 1131 Euclid avenue, into an 
elementary school .for Negroes 
were approved by the instruction 
committee of the Board of Educa- 
tion yesterday and will come be- 
fore the entire board at its regu- 
lar meeting next Tuesday evening. 

A similar conversion of the Cote 
Brilliante School, 2616 Cora ave- 
nue, last summer was carried out 
over the protest of many North 


St. Louls residents and some 
churches. 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey told the commit- 
tee the conversion of Washington 
School had been decided on some 
time ago because of the large 
number of Negroes moving into 
that district in recent months, The 
decision was accelerated, he said, 
when the six-room West Belle 
portable school, 4006 West Belle 
place, was destroyed by fire last 
Nov. 20. 

West Belle students have been 
housed temporarily in rented quar- 
ters but permanent housing is 
needed and Washington School 
conversion is the best solution, in 
Hickey’s opinion. 


He presented charts showing 
that removal by the St. Louis Real 
Estate Exchange of restrictions 
on sales of property to Negroes in 
the Washington district has re- 
sulted in an increase of Negro ele- 
mentary pupils there of 231 and 4 
decrease of white pupils of 153. 
The ratio as of Nov, 13 was 975 
Negroes to 318 whites. 

Hickey pointed out that only 


eight of the 17 rooms in Washing- 
ton School are being used at pres- 
ent and that the displaced white 
students could be taken care of 
in the 11 rooms now unused in the 
nearby Clark, Cupples and Field 
Schools. None of the white chil- 
dren now attending the Washing- 
ton School would be more than 6 
miles away from one of the three 
schools, he said. 


The conversion, planned for the 
beginning of the new semester in 
January, would not only solve the 
problem of West Belle students, 
Hickey said, but would aid ma- 
terially in reducing the high pupil- 
teacher ratio in Riddick and Cole 
schools for Negroes in the same 
general neighborhood, 

Hickey suggested also that in- 
stead of replacing the West Belle 
building on its present side, a 10- 
room permanent branch school be 
erected somewhere east of Grand 
boulevard to relieve the congestion 
in Negro schools in that area. 

Members of the instruction com- 
mittee are Elmore M. Putney, 
chairman; Mrs. Irma Friede and 
Fred H. Beck. 


MACLEAY CALLS MVA PLA 
A PHILOSOPHY OF GOVERNMENT 


The Missouri Valley Authority 
and other proposals for develop- 
ment of river basins by regional 


authorities represent a philosophy 
of government rather than an en- 
gineering plan, Lachlan Macleay, 
president of the Mississippi Valley 
Association, said last night. He 
spoke before a meeting of the 
Junior Traffic Club at the DeSoto 
Hotel. 

Experience with the Tennessee 
Valley Authority has shown it to 
be a superstate, with autocratic 
and dictatorial powers over the 
economic and political life of 
parts of the seven states which 
form the Tennessee basin, Macleay 
said. It is the first and perhaps 
the most dangerous step the Unit- 
ed States has taken toward s0- 
cialism and eventual totalitarian- 
ism, he asserted. 

“In the Tennessee Valley we 
have placed the economic and po- 
litical control of 40,000 square 
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'miles in the hands of three men 
‘appointed by the President, no 
‘doubt with regard to their political 
i'value,” Macleay said. “If this 
principle of government by nine 
superstates were adopted, as pro# 
posed, it would mean that the 
economic, political and social life 
of more than 130,000,000 people 
would be subject to the dictatorial 
whims of a small group of 27 men, 
hand-picked by whoever might be 
occupying the White House.”

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 6 (AP)—

In the first major league deal, 
the Chicago White Sox today sold 
their veteran’ right-hand §fast- 
baller, Johnny Humphries, to the 
Philadelphia Phillies. 

The New York Yankees also be- 
gan clearing their roster to make 
room for returning war veterans 
by selling outfielder Hersche] Mar- 
tin to the Oakland Club of the 
Pacific Coast League. 


AAA Class Approved. 

At their convention session to- 
day the minors approved by a 
vote of 22 to 2 creation of a minor 
league classification of AAA, 
which had promised to become the 
chief point of argument during the 
meetings. 

Creation of the new Triple A 
classification moves the Interna- 
tional League, the American As- 
sociation and the Pacific Coast 
League from their present AA 
status to the new advanced group. 

However, the Pacific Coast 
League already has voted to make 
the jump. from AA classification 
to the major leagues. Victor Ford 
Collins, president of the Holly-: 
wood, Cal. club of the Pacific 
Coast League, today introduged a 
proposal asking that the Coast cir- 
cuit be allowed to withdraw from 
the National Association to be- 
come a major league if the ad- 
vance is approved by the major 
leagues at their joint meeting in 
Chicago next week. 

At the request of the Interna- 
tional, a vote on the Coast loop’s 
proposal was delayed until tomor- 
row. The boost in the minor league 
classification to Triple A drew 
opposition only from the Southern 
and Texas Leagues and wag ap- 
proved by a vote of 22 to 2. 

The convention went on to re- 
fuse approval of proposed legisla- 
tion which would have wiped from 
the books minor league rules gov- 
‘erning bonuses—which Chandler 
had ruled are both “unfair and 
illegal.” These rules stipulate 
that no player below Class AA can 
receive a bonus for signing con- 
tracts and no manager can receive 
a bonus or any part of the pur- 
chase or draft price of player.

Use of this power to term base- 
ball legislation “detrimental to 
baseball” was one of:the late Com- 
missioner K. M. Landis’s most au- 
tocratic authorities over the game. 

The only dissenting votes to the 
amendment were cast by the 
Southern Association, the Texas 
League and the Sally League. 

The Texas League today was 
granted permission to advance 
from class A-1 to AA status. 

Returning to baseball after a

There have heen com- 
plaints that covies can be found, 
but that singles can't be lo- 
cated. Again, I say that the 
combination of the kind of 
cover, the kind of dog and the 
methods used by the hunter are 
the answer in most cases. Quail 
if you can find them are not a 
lot different in habits, except 
where we have changed his habi- 
tat. But nearly all those condi- 
tions have changed plenty in 
the last 10 years. And so far 
as the quail hunter is concerned, 
not for the better.”

The signing today, with Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Vinson rep- 
resenting the United States and 
Ambassador Lord Halifax repre- 
senting Britain, was not officially 
announced and the State Depart- 
ment declined comment. 

British newspapers said official 
announcement of the agreement, 
which followed 12 weeks of nego- 
tiations here, was expected to be 
made tonight simultaneously in 
London and Washington. 

The London press said_ the 
acreement called for repayment 
over a 50-year period starting in 
1946. It reported no interest would 
be payable for the first five years 
and that thereafter the rate would 
be 2 per cent—about $88,000,000 the 
first interest paying year. 


‘Magna Charta for Trade.’ 


The ultra-conservative Daily 
Sketch termed the loan a “Magna 
Charta for world trade,” and said 
it would “ease Britain's winter.” 
The Laborite Daily Herald assert- 
ed that failure of the negotiations 
would have meant “further tight- 
ening of belts, general imposition 
of restrictions to avoid a call for 
dollars, and a period of intensive 
trade rivalry.” 

The British accounts said the 
agreement provided that of the to- 
tal amount of the loan, $650,000,- 
000 would be used in payment for 
goods in process of delivery to 
Britain when lend-lease was end- 
ed. The papers, quoting their 
Washington correspondents, said 
the loan itself, $3,750,000,000, and 
the $650,000,000 lend-lease aid set- 
tlement would be repaid on pre- 
cisely the same terms. 

The dispatch to the Daily cer- 
ald reported that acceptance by 
the British of the Bretton Woods 
monetary plan was a_ condition 
of the loan, and that “the United 
States Congress will be kept in 
session to ratify the loan simul- 
taneously with the passage of the 
Bretton Woods bill by Parlia- 
ment.” 

Announcement of the agreement 
came after concern had been ex- 
pressed in official London circles 
over progress of negotiations. 
When it had been reported that 
negotiations were on the brink of 
complete breakdown, the _ dis- 
patches said, Sir Edward Bridges, 
permanent secretary to the Treas- 
ury, was rushed from London to 
Washington by plane on three 
hours’ notice. 


Debt Reduction Clause. 


The Daily Mail, commenting 
that the word “go” had been given 
to world trade by the agreement, 
said the detailed document listing 
the terms included a_ provision 
that Britain work toward a reduc- 
tion of the sterling debt and dis- 
solution of the dollar pool. Tle 
Mail said also that one condition 
was that Britain join with the 
United States in a long-range plan 
to reduce tariffs and eliminate 
quotas and restrictions on world 
trade.

We're Accused of Capitalism 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Progressive-minded people who have 
“ooh-ed" and “ah-ed” the sometimes-lib- 
era] editorials of the Post-Dispatch must 
have had their eyes opened by your edi- 
torial deriding the plea of the CIO Oil 
Workers for a 30 per cent raise in pay. 
Yet, how easy and how natural for your 
paper, a capitalistic enterprise depending 
for profit and existence on the subsidies 
of capitalist advertisers, to take the po- 
sition that “if the money investment ex- 
ceeds the labor investment, it should 
draw the larger return.” 

Fine, so the “right” to a 6 per cent or 
15 per cent “return” for the overstuffed 
coupon-clipper who in all probability 
knocks off 15 or 20 or 50 grand on the 
side for fictitious services as fifth vice- 
president takes precedence over the 
right of thousands of overworked em- 
ployes to a decent living. 

And thus it becomes “irrelevant” that 
the 30 per cent wage demand may mean 
on the one hand foregoing an extra 
yacht or two for a handful of big stock- 
holders and on the other hand a sharp- 
ly reduced and inadequate standard of 
living for hundreds of thousands of 
workers and their families. 

One doesn’t even have to be a Com- 
munist to answer your editorial, What 
of the late American President who 
made a popular expression of the phrase, 
“human rights versus property rights’? 
And what of Abe Lincoln, who said, 
“Capital is the fruit of labor, and could 
never have existed if labor had not first 
existed”? And what of the living exam- 
ple of the Socialist system in the Soviet 
Union, where people are enjoying a con- 
tinually rising standard of living that 
will soon equal and surpass our own, all 
without benefit of the “right” to a “fair 
return” for capitalists? 

Old Honest Abe summed the whole 
thing up in the following quotation from 
a speech during his senatorial campaign 
against Douglas, and with the substitu- 
tion of the words “profit system” for 
“slavery,” it is a perfect answer to you: 

“The real issue in this controversy, 
the one pressing on every mind, is sen- 
timent on the part of one class that looks 
upon the institution of slavery as a 
wrong, and another class that does not 
Jook upon it as a wrong.... He (Doug- 
Jas) contends that whatever community 
wants slaves has a right to have them. 
So they have, if it is not wrong. But if 
it is wrong, he cannot say they have a 
right. 

“It is the eternal struggle between 
these two principles, right and wrong, 
throughout the world. They are the two 
principles that have stood face to face 
from the beginning of time, and will 
ever continue to struggle. The one is 
the common right of humanity and the 
other the divine right of kings.”

_A Shabby Political Deal 


“When the Missouri Senate yesterday overrode 
Gov. Donnelly’s veto of the Quinn bill, it dealt 
a blow to the hopes of preserving the State's 
present system of building and maintaining a co- 
ordinated highway network. 

Particularly depressing to citizens concerned 
with continuing the unified construction program 
—particularly to St. Louisans who realize that 
one purpose of the bill is to keep highway funds 
away from the cities—is the fact that the veto 
was overriden by means of a shabby political 
deal in which two St. Louis Senators, Ricketts 
and Studt, participated. 

In fact, the two Senators cast the deciding 
votes. Without their support of the motion to 
override, it would not have had votes enough 
to pass. So these two Republicans, out of par- 
tisan desire to embarrass the Democratic Gov- 
ernor, voted against the interest of their State, 
their city and their constituents. Yet originally 
both Ricketts and Studt voted against the Quinn 
bil. 

If the Quinn bill becomes law, and St. Louis 
taxpayers have to make up the State funds of 
which its functioning will deprive the city, they 
can thank Senators Ricketts and Studt for the 
added burden. 

Greater than this injustice to the cities, of 
course, is the virtual wrecking of the Highway 
Department which the Quinn bill would ac- 
complish. With a 10-member board, 
sectionally, Missouri would be back in the Dark 
Ages of localized road-building, with the added 
feature of log-rolling and swapping between 
members to get highway funds for their districts. 

Will the ‘House decline to go along with the 
Senate? It appears doubtful. The House is 
even more heavily loaded with rural members 
who were the mainstay of the bill’s support. It 
passed the bill Oct. 9 by an 84-34 vote, a heavier 
majority than the Senate’s 21 to 10, on May 22. 
Especially if Democrats and Republicans join in 
the House as they did in the Senate to frustrate 
the Governor, a similar outcome seems sure. 

One hope appears to be a Supreme Court test 
of the bill on the point that its emergency clause 
is unconstitutional. As Gov. Donnelly pointed 
out in his veto message of Oct. 26: “Certainly 
the increasing of a commission from four to 10 
members does not.create an emergency which 
would affect the peace, health or safety of the 
people.” Another possibility is repeal of the 
Quinn law, if passed, by use of the referendum. 

Misguided sectionalism and partisan politics 
are the forces responsible for the Senate’s reck- 
less action in overriding the veto. If the House 

follows suit, the referendum and the Supreme 
Court’s concern for preventing misuse of the 
emergency will be the last barriers against per- 
versidh of a highway system that should serve 
the whole State, without discrimination or fa- 
voritism. 


That Ghost Letter 


The ukase handed down by UAW-CIQ Presi- 
dent Thomas, forbidding any more letterssto be 
sent out over his name unless he had seen them, 
sounds like a good idea. Mr. Thomas was aroused 
by his publicity department’s acceptance in his 
name, but without his knowledge, of General 
Motors President Wilson's. proposal that the 
UAW relax its strike enough to permit G.M. to 
manufacture parts essential to the operation of 
competing motor manufacturers. 

The only alternative to the Thomasonian ukase 
seems to be to add to such phrases as “Dictated 
but not read” still further reservations, namely, 
“Agreed to but not considered” and “Written 
but not known anything about.” 

If we do not expect to wake up some day and 
find that the UAW has struck for lower wages, 
or that the President has ceded the United 
States to Texas, it might be a good plan for 
people who write letters to have at least the 
faintest notion of what’s in them. 
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The Attack on Justice Jackson 

A feeling of international kinship among 
colleagues in a profession is ordinarily admir- 
able, but a line must be drawn when it threat- 
ens to obstruct the processes of justice. The 
spirit of professional “clubbiness” caused some 
high Allied military leaders to oppose indictment 
of German commanders as war criminals. Obvi- 
ously, the same concept largely accounts for the 
Army-Navy Journal’s attack on Justice Jackson 
for the course being followed at Nuernberg. 

As Mr. Jackson says in his reply to the criti- 
cism, the German military men are not on trial 
for being military men, any more than the 
lawyers among the accused are on trial for being 
lawyers. All were indicted as war criminals, 
and the prosecution is now building up a care- 
fully documented case against each to support 
specific charges. 

Take the case of Field Marshal Keitel. His 
position was Chief of the Wehrmacht Supreme 
Command, but the prosecution did not merely 
cite his title and let it go at that. Evidence is 
being introduced to show that Keitel was one 
of those who plotted aggression against Ger- 
many’s neighbors, that he was a leader in carry- 
ing out such aggression, that he gave orders 
violating the laws of war. . 

Many precedents are being set at Nuernberg, 
but no one need fear the trial will establish the 
principle that Generals on the losing side in war 
shall be executed. German Generals proved 
guilty of war crimes will. undoubtedly be 
executed, and what responsible American would 
argue against that? 
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Death and Congress 

After a month’s delay, the $550,000,000 appro- 
priation for the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration has at last cleared 
the Senate, though it should have done so al- 
most automatically, in view of the fact that it 
had been solemnly promised by Congress and 
was needed a month ago. . 

Now it must go again to the House for ap- 
proval of the Senate’s deletion of the mis- 
guided and misnamed “free press amendment,” 
which would have acted as a censorship of food 
by denying the necessities of life to countries 
that did not permit free access to news. Free- 
dom of information is a fine thing, but it should 
not be made a hobble to relief for the cold, the 
ill and the starving. 

Finally debate has opened {n the House on 
the bill to appropriate a second $1,350,000,000

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to UNRRA. It is to be hoped that this measure 
will be acted on by the Houses of Congress more 
expeditiously. Late will not be better than 
never in making the funds available, for death 
won't wait. The second donation by the United 
States to UNRRA is, needed at the present mo- 
ment for purchase of supplies to be delivered 
starting in mid-February. Unless it is forthcom- 
ing, UNRRA will be finished, for the other par- 
ticipating nations could never carry the load 
without the United States. 

If one Congressman found a human being 
dying of starvation or cold or disease on his 
doorstep, he would act quickly. Why can’t all 
the Congressmen act just as quickly for the 
m#lions who are dying on the doorstep of our 
warm and well-filled world? 
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The Situation in Iran 

The trouble with the big-power game in Iran 
is that all players are holding half their cards 
under the table. 

There is severe criticism of Russia for refus- 
ing our proposal to withdraw all foreign troops 
by Jan. 1. Without in any way condoning So- 
viet interference in Iran in violation of past 
pledges, it might be helpful to put ourselves in 
Russia's place for a moment and judge how we 
would act under similar circumstances. 

Iran, bordering Russia from the Black Sea to 
Afghanistan, is geographically situated much as 
is Mexico in relation to us. Suppose there are 
British troops in Southern Mexico, a not too 
friendly and excessively authoritarian govern- 
ment in Mexico City, and two Russian military 
missions advising that Government. Suppose, 
further, that we occupy the-border provinces of 
Sonora and Chihuahua, and that the people are 
in revolt for greater freedom. 

All three powers involved are deeply interested 
in Mexican oil. We, additionally, are interested 
in a safe border—as we have always been. With 
what alacrity would we accept an invitation to 
withdraw, knowing that the Red Army missions 
had two-year contracts to “strengthen” the Mex- 
ican security police? 

This is a somewhat truer picture of what is 
going on in Iran than the State Department has 
yet presented, It remained for Republican Con- 
gressman Mundt of South Dakota to point out 
several pertinent matters on the floor of the 
House last Monday. The War Department, he re- 
ported, recently signed contracts with Iran to 
continue our military missions to the ‘Peheran 
Government for two years; American Col, H. 
Norman Schwarzkopf is virtual commander of 
thousands of Iranian gendarmerie; this interfer- 
ence of our own “is backing up a long way from 
the pious phrases once enunciated in the Atlan- 
tic Charter.” 

It would seem that there are enough openly 
dangerous areas of Soviet-American misunder- 
standing without representing our position in 
this matter as being more righteous and tenable 
than it actually is. According to the terms of 
the alliance signed by Russia, Great Britain and 
Iran Jan. 29, 1942, foreign troops were to be 
withdrawn six months after the end of the war. 
That gives the Soviet Union a March 1 deadline 
without violating a treaty commitment. 

There are good reasons—tangible, if not sound 
—for Russian suspicions of us, just as there-are 
reasons for ours of Russia. Our actions in the 
Iranian matter have been most unlikely to dis- 
pel any of them, Appeasement of Russia would 
be intolerable. But misrepresentation of our 
own piety is unfair to American public opinion, 
perhaps even to the future safety of the world.

A Highbrow Goes Too Far 


We scanned yesterday with a sense of true 
humility the list of “the 10 great books” selected 
by Chancellor Hutchins of the University of 
Chicago as ones every American should know. 

There were few crumbs of comfort. After 
reeling off such volumes as “Nicomachean Ethics 
and Politics,” by Aristotle, Thucydides’s ‘‘Pelo- 
ponnesian War,” and “Treatise on God and Trea- 
tise on Man,” by Thomas Aquinas, it was a 
relief to find Dr, Hutchins including Shakes- 
peare and an even deeper relief that Tolstoy's 
“War and Peace”’ is one of the 10. That saved 
a lot of us from completely flunking the course. 

Dr. Hutchins, mentioning “‘The Iliad and the 
Odyssey,’ does not insist they be read in the 
original Greek, but would no doubt frown 
sternly on anyone whose knowledge of the Ho- 
meric works comes out of Bulfinch's ‘Age of 
Fable.” And Hutchins’s classic lip would curl 
at the dolt who has to admit that he hasn’t read 
Dante, but did glance through Dore’s pictures. 

On behalf of the Great Unread, however, there 
is at least one point where the Alpine intellect 
of the Chicago educator goes too far. Of Plato's 
“The Republic,” he says: “This book must be 
the starting point of any discussion of politics 
and education.” Is that so? The starting point 
of any discussion of politics or education is abso- 
lute scratch, and the discusser doesn’t have to 
read anything to swing right into it, and fre- 
quently hasn't. | 

Dr. Hutchins should be severely rapped on 
the knuckles. If it comes to a point in America 
where a person must read Plato’s ancient tome 
before opening his mouth about Truman and 
Hannegan, or what teacher gave Johnny for 
homework, highbrowism will be the death of 
democracy.

Mary Twain’s famous book, “Life on the 
Mississippi,” begins as follows: 

“The Mississippi is well worth reading 
about. It is not a commonplace river, but 
on the contrary is in all ways remarkable. 
Considering the Missouri its main branch, 
it is the longest river in the world—4300 
miles. 

“It seems safe to say that it is also the 
crookedest river in the world, since in one 
part of its journey it uses up 1300 miles to 
cover the same ground that the crow 
would fly over in 675, 

“It discharges three times as much 
water as the St. Lawrence, 25 times as 
much as the Rhine and 338 times as much 
as the Thames. No other river has so vast 
a drainage basin: it draws its water sup- 
ply from 28 states and territories; from 
Delaware, on the Atlantic seaboard, and 
from all the country between that and 
Idaho on the Pacific slope—a spread of. 45 
degrees of longitude. 

“The Mississippi receives and carries to 
the Gulf water from 54 subordinate rivers 
that are navigable by steamboats, and from 
some hundreds that are navigable by flats 
and keels. 

“The area of its drainage basin is as 
great as the combined areas of England, 
Wales, Scotland, Ireland, France, Spain, 
Portugal, Germany, Austria, Italy and Tur- 
key; and almost all this wide region is 
fertile; the Mississippi Valley, proper, {s 
exceptionally so.” 


A — Put to Work 


The Twain description is as true today 
as when it was first printed, in 1874, a 
period of 71 years being just a minute or 
two in the life of a great river system, 


One segment of the Mississippi River 
system—the Tennessee River system—has 
now been put to work for the improvement 
of its entire terrain in ways wherein It 
never worked in its original condition, It 
used to be a collection of temperamental 
and impulsive rivers, given to floods and 
erosion and free of any obligation to yield 
up the electric power that was in them, 


The Tennessee Valley Authority, better 
known as TVA, has changed all that. TVA 
is an agency of the Federal Government, 
empowered to ignore state boundary lines 
and handle the Tennessee River system as 
the geographical unit that it is. 


Under the management of David Lilien- 
thal, TVA has built a lot of dams and 
power plants, and thereby has brought soil 
erosion and floods under control and es- 
tablished production of a great deal of 
cheap electric power. The benefits ex- 
tend throughout the area, and they are 
manifold benefits. 


Floods Take Heavy Toll 


As Mark Twain remarked, the Missourl 
is the biggest of the Mississippi’s feeders-— 
far bigger than the Tennessee. It begins 
in Southwest Montana, and it and its tribu- 
taries intimately affect human existence 
and prosperity in eight large states—-Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, North and South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa and Missouri. 


Not all these effects are good. The Mis- 
souri is a fierce flood artist in its own 


right, doing an averaze of $18,000,000 worth 
and the Missouri 


of flood damage a vear; 
System contributes heavily to the floods 


that frequently plague the Mississippi. 
Navigation and power production along the 
Missouri are under-developed, and so is 
farm-land irrigation. 


What is needed for the Missouri River 
system is something along the lines of 
the TVA, 


The Tennessee and Missouri setups are 
different in important respects. But they 
have one controlling fact in common. That 
is the fact that both river systems spread 
over several] states. Therefore each needs 
to be managed by some kind of agency 
which can forget about state lines and do 
an integrated job for the benefit of all the 
states involved. 


An Asset to the Valley 


This agency could be an independent 
Government corporation like TVA, ac- 
countable to Congress; or the Army Engi- 
neers could run it; or Congress itself could 
handle the job, IF it could pigeonhole its 
long-standing habit of passing local pa- 
tronage back and forth. That, though, is a 
large “if.” 

The main thing is to get the job under 
way somehow, and not delay about it 
much longer. The war is over, the boys 
are coming home. A lot of jobs can be 
made by an MVA project—worthwhile jobs 
which will add to the country’s wealth. 


A well-considered and executed Missouri 
Valley improvement project will add to the 
prosperity and stability of the whole area 
involved, and will materially cut down Mis- 
sissippi flood destruction of life and prop- 
erty. The whole country should benefit, 
as it has benefited from the TVA. 


We should make this job No. 1 on our 
list of postwar domestic improvement 
projects, and get started on it as soon as 
we can, 


TWO KINDS OF ARBITRATION 


From the Minneapolis Star-Journal. 

It generally is understood that labor op- 
poses compulsory arbitration, and a recent 
poll by the American Arbitration Associa- 
tion indicates that industrialists do, too. 
The heads of the 10,000 leading corpora- 
tions, other prominent business men, labor 
leaders and the public were polled—more 
than 35,000 ballots. 

Over-al] returns showed 69.7 per cent 
favoring voluntary arbitration, 30.3 per 
cent compulsory. Union men voted 4 to 1 
for voluntary, while corporation representa- 
tives voted a little better than 2 to 1 the 
same way. Professional people favored vol- 
untary arbitration by 1% to 1, 

There may be some confusion as to what 
compulsory arbitration means. When a col- 
lective bargaining agreement stipulates that 
future disputes will be arbitrated, the Arbi- 
tration Association defines that as enforce- 
able arbitration. Compulsory arbitration 
means that, irrespective of the wishes of 
the parties, they are compelled to arbitrate 
any dispute which they cannot settle by 
direct negotiation. That is what some per- 
sons are advocating as national law. 

Compulsory arbitration usually is urged 
by its proponents only as a last resort. But 
whenever it is provided, it tends to become 
the inevitable resort. The between steps are 
formalities. 

Under voluntary arbitration, when nego- 
tiation fails, arbitrators mutually accept- 
able take over. That is the democratic way. 


A Plan for Ending Wars 
And Curbing Nationalism 


“Nationalism and After,” by Edward Hallett Carr. 
(Macmillan (o., New York.) 


Nationalism, as traced by the professor 
of international politics in the University. 
College of Wales, reached its climax in the 
two world wars. 

It was through three periods of develop- 
ment that the climax was reached: The 
identification in early times of the nation 
with the person of the sovereign; the bal- 
ancing of nationalism and internationalism 
which ended in 1914, and the catastrophic 
growth of nationalism and bankruptcy of 
internationalism after 1914, Nationalism 
then began to operate in a new political 
and economic environment, proguced by the 
bringing of new social strata within the ef- 
fective membership of the nation, the vis- 
ible reunion of economic with political pow- 
er and the increase in the number of na- 
tions, 

* * * 

Any international order built on contin- 
gent obligations assumed by national gov- 
ernments, says Carr, will crumble as soon 
as pressure is put upon it, because modern 
national governments cannot and will not 
observe international treaties or rules of in-« 
ternational law when these become burden- 
some or dangerous to their own welfare or 
security. 

Now, at the beginning of a fourth period, 
nationalism has never been stronger, but 
international relations are undergoing a 
subtle, not yet clearly definable change. 

Modern technological developments have 
made the nation obsolescent as the unit of 
military and economic organizations and are 
causing concentration of effective decision 
and control in the hands of great multi-na- 
tional units. There can be no international 
order, the author says, which accepts as 
its basis the submersion of the rights of 
the individual in the rights of the nation. 

The driving force behind a future inter- 
natiénal order must be a belief, he says, in 
the value of individual human beings, ir- 
respective of national affinities or allegiance, 
and in a common and mutual obligation to 
promote their well-being. 

. + * 

The answer is not to be found in “the vis- 
ionary solution of a supreme world direc- 
torate,” Carr says. The sense of the unity 
of mankind, “sufficient to support the com- 
mon affirmation of certain universal princ 
ples and purposes, is not yet strong enough, 
according to all available evidence, to sus 
tain an organization exercising a sovereign 
and universal authority.” 

The prospect the author sees {is consolid 
tion of many nations into a few great mul 
ti-national units, rather than a single world 
authority as the final repository of power 
political and economic, exercising suprem 
control over the affairs and destinies o 
mankind. The “After” that the author of 
fers is “a Well-knit world authority which 
may or may not be attainable in the fu 
ture.”

In Man- 
churia the Japanese were to Sur- 
render to the Soviet Army. 

The second thing is that in 
North China there were not 
enough national Chinese troops to 
receive the surrender, and to dis- 
arm the Japanese forces. 

The third is that there were 
Chinese Communist troops in 
North China. They were not au- 
thorized to receive the surrender 
of the Japanese, and they were not 
strong enough to compel the Japa- 
nese to surrender. Thus three 
and a half months after V-J day. 
there is still a Japanese Army of 
some 325,000 men in North China. 
The major part of them have not 
surrendered and are not disarmed. 


What To Do With Japan. 


The immediate American prob- 
lem in China is what to do about 
this Japanese Army. It is sup- 
posed to surrender to Chiang Kai- 
shek, and it would surrender if 
Chiang’s troops could get to the 
area where the Japanese are. But 
even with the help which we have 
been giving Chiang, he has not 
been able to get there with his 
troops. 

For, contrary to our expecta- 
tions, he diverted to Manchuria 
two of the armies which we trans- 
ported to North China, and what 
he had left in North China was 
not strong enough to deal with 
the Communist troops who are be- 
tween him and the Japanese. 

As a result, we, who have about 
59000 Marines at and near cer- 
tain ports in North China, have 
several alternatives to choose 
from, 

We can use our own troops, not 
only as we have been using them 
to transport Chiang’s troops to 
North China and to protect their 
communications, but also to fight 
a way for Chiang’s army into the 
Japanese area, and to help his 
army occupy that area and defend 
it against the Communists after 
the Japanese have been removed. 

This would be outright interven- 
tion in the Chinese civil war, and 
once we were committed to it, our 
troops could not withdraw. 


A Divided China. 


A second course could be for 
the American troops to receive the 
Japanese surrender, remove the 
Japanése army to the vicinity of 
the ports and ship it back to 
Japan as fast as shipping is avail- 
able. It is estimated that this 
would take about three months. 

There is little doubt that the 
Japanese, though they greatly out- 
number our troops, would willingly 
surrender to us, and that the Chi- 
nes’e Communists could not, and 
probably would not, interfere. 

But if we took this course, the 
result would be that when the 
Japanese were withdrawn from 


alignment for a_ protracted and 
indecisive civil war would then 
exist, with every prospect that 
because China would long be tur- 


ceiving the surrender of the Japa- bulent and weak, its independence 


and territorial integrity—which we 


have championed for 50 years— 
would be in constant jeopardy. 


How Dilemma Arises. 


This is a horrid dilemma—to 
become entangled by intervention 
in China’s civil war, or to get out 
of China in such a way as to 
leave China hopelessly divided 
and dangerously weak, The dilem- 
ma arises from the 
though Chiang’s Government is 
the only legitimate and recognized 
government of China, its authority 
is not recognized in important 
parts of China, and it lacks the 
military force to impose its au- 
thority. It is, in theory, the Na- 
tional Government of China. But 
in fact it is not the government 
of all of China. 

Long before V-J day the situa- 
tion which has existed since V-J 
day was clearly foreseen and pre- 
dicted by the American career 
men— notably by Mr. Atcheson. 
Neither the China experts nor Mr. 
Hurley nor President Roosevelt 
nor any one else who understood 
the Chinese problem, has ever had 
any doubt that there was only one 
way to avoid the horrid dilemma 
in which we now find ourselves. 
That was to mediate a peace be- 
tween Chiang and his Chinese op- 
ponents, and to stop the civil war 
by inducing the Chinese to form a 
coalition government in which not 
only the Chinese Communists but 
the liberal and democratic Chinese 


could participate. 


Hurley’s Failure. 


Mr. Hurley, under instructions 
from President Roosevelt, tried to 
do just that: He failed. The ques- 
tion is why he failed. ‘His con- 
tention is that the career men— 
our China experts—gave the Com- 
munists of Yenan reason to be- 
lieve that they need not make 
the necessary concessions’ to 
Chiang. The contention of the 
career men would undoubtedly be 
that Mr. Hurley led Chiang to be- 
lieve that he did not need to make 
enough concessions. 

Except that the reputations of 
Mr. Hurley and of certain of the 
career men are at stake, this dis- 
pute is now academic. The prob- 
lem today is how to effect the sur- 
render of the Japanese 
without becoming embroiled in a 
Chinese civil war and without 
creating a condition where a long 
civil war, even if we manage to 
extricate ourselves, is inevitable. 

There can be no satisfactory 
solution of this problem except 
the one which Mr. Hurley and the 
career men worked for and have 
thus far failed to achieve. It is 
to use our power and influence in 
China to induce and compel the 
Chinese factions to reach a work- 
ing agreement upon a government 
which will be national, not only 


in theory, but in fact.

Can Labor Win the G M Strike? 


Support for Truman within the 
CIO and the PAC already had 
been greatly weakened. Now 
within the inner councils of both 
organizations they are studying 
how best to recast their program 
of “political action for the next 
three years. 

There are big questions to be 
answered and grave doubts to be 
resolved. Many influential leaders 
in the CIO have all along had 
doubts of the strategy in the Gen- 
eral Motors strike. President Phil 
Murray is said to have wanted to 
wait until after the first of the 
year at least before pressing any 
action against either steel or 
motors. 

GM employes are almost certain 
to reject the President’s request to 
return to work. Their leaders 
have pointed the way to refusal. 

But what is worrying CIO lead- 
ers is whether any possible gain 
can come out of the strike against 
America’s largest corporation. GM 
can afford to be completely inde- 
pendent and even indifferent over 
the outcome. 


Excess Profits Factor. 


The excess profits carryback, 
which will be in effect through 
1946, practically guarantees the 
corporation profits regardless of 
whether GM plants are shut down 
by strikes. That is for ’46. 

So far as the balance of this 
years is concerned, the excess 
profits tax would in any event 
claim most of any additional rev® 
nue coming in. That goes for all 
large corporations that have had 
huge war contracts, 

As it works 
tions pay only a small percentage 
of the cost of a strike. . Say, for 
example, that a company has ac; 
cumulated $1,000,000 in excess 
profits. Under the tax law 85% 
per cent of this would be paid over 
to the treasury in excess profits 
tax, 

But if this company has a strike 
loss in the same year of $1,000,000, 
the actual loss to the company is 
only $145,000. Because of the loss 
suffered in the strike the treasury

Industry’s United Front. 


With a thoroughly disciplined 
union, such a maneuver might. be 
possible.

There are indications that in- 
dustry, or some important seg- 
ments of industry, believe that 
this is the time to break the 
power of the unions. Industry was 
never so well supplied with re- 
serve funds. As the Securities and 
Exchange Commission showed in 
a recent report, the net working 
capital of American corporations 
had doubled since 1939. 

Industry presents a united front. 
Reuther is talking about collusion 
and violation of the anti-trust 
laws. In the old New Deal days 
this talk might have produced ac- 
tion or a threat vf action from 
Washington. But that day is gone. 

Looking at it from the strategic 
point of view, you find it hard to 
see how this adds up to anything 
like victory for the CIO.

The association's policy-making 
group—the House of Delegates 
headed homeward after a three- 
day meeting which was high- 
lighted by this development late 
yesterday. 

The House gave the go-ahead 
Signal to a program designed to 
establish the nation-wide system 
of “voluntary” pre-payment med- 
ical plans to be sponsored by med- 
ical societies. 

To the association’s board of 
trustees and council of medical 
service and public relations was 
assigned the job of proceeding “as 
promptly as possible with the de- 
velopment of a specific national 
health program, with emphasis 
upon the nation-wide organization 
of locally administered pre-pay- 
ment medical plans sponsored by 
the medical societies.” 

Those two groups will aim at 
promoting the development of 
medical care plans in large areas 
of the country now uncovered and 
will seek to co-ordinate such plans, 
and also plans already in opera- 
tion, in such a way that a sub- 
scriber in any part of the country 
would be able to have his doctor's 
bill paid no matter where he 
traveled. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of 
the journal of the A.M.A. said 23 
million persons already are cov- 
ered by private insurance company 
plans for industrial workers. He 
said also that five million persons 
were covered by 47 physicians’ 
sponsored plans in 24 states: but 
that an undetermined number of 
the five million was included in 
the 23 million. The overlaps oc- 
curred, he said, because some peo- 
ple seek additional coverage fea- 
tures from various plans. 

Even with that head start, some 
delegates said that the task of 
organization of plans for the rest 
of the nation cannot be accom- 
plished “over night.” 

The house of delegates selected 
San Francisco for the 1946 general 
convention of the A.M.A. next 
July. Dr. Harrison H. Shoulders, 
Nashville, Tenn., was chose presi- 
dent-elect.

Once washed, cut into 
serving portions, or leave whole, 
then keep chilled until ready to 
cook, and remember to keep the 
storage time at a minimum for 
superior fish. 
Pan-Fried Perch. 

Cut boned perch or other fish 
such as pike or whitefish into serv- 
ing size pieces. Dip into a mixture 
of yellow cornmeal and salt, al- 
lowing one teaspoon salt to each 
pound of fish. Have lard or other 
shortening heated until sizzling 
hot in a heavy skillet. Place fish 
in skillet and brown quickly on 
both sides; then cover skillet, re- 
duce heat, and continue cooking 
for 10-15 minutes, depending on 
thickness of pieces. When done, 
fish should be thoroughly cooked 
and tender inside, with medium 
moistness and a crisp appetizing 
outer crust.

“WIDOW”"—It once referred to a 
man, too! 
F OR a woman who has been be-

as the year 1000. “Widower” to 
distinguish the male did not ap- 
pear until 1362, Both “widow” 
and “widower” continued to be 
used for a man who had@ lost his 
wife and had not remafried—as 
recently as late in the last century.

Japs Only Parachute Attack 


Heretofore Unpublished, It Took Place Year Ago Today on Leyte

HIS is the heretofore unpub- 
Tiishes account of the only 

parachute attack made by the 
Japanese in the Pacific war. 

The time, Dec. 6, 1944—a year 
ago today—the place, the town of 
Burawen on Leyte, Philippine 
Islands, then the headquarters of 
the Fifth United States Air Force 
commanded by Lt. Gen. Ennis C. 
Whitehead. 


Gen. MacArthur’s assault on 
the Philippines, marking the now 
famous “return,” was dated Oct. 
20, 1944. Two days later the ad- 
vance detachment of the Fifth 
Air Force, of which the writer 
was a member, was dumped on 
the beach about three miles below 
the island capital town of Taclo- 
ban, where Gen. MacArthur had 
set up his headquarters, with in- 


structions to establish a head-. 


quarters for the Air Force. 

The ensuing eight days consti- 
tuted a nightmare, elements of 
which included the abortive move 
by heavy units of the Japanese 
fleet to enter Leyte Gulf and 
knock out the invading - force, 
which the airmen followed via 
radio in a sort of spine-tingling 
anticipation; a typhoon, which 
brought shell-damaged coconut 
palms crashing down on their 
heads; a regular field day of Jap- 
anese air activity, reaching a 
“high” of 80 raids in a single 24- 
hour period, and the debut of the 
kamikaze, 


A character calling himself 
“Ken, your newscaster,” had 
blithely broadcast from Manila 
that all the Americans on Leyte 
had been promptly bumped off by 
the forces of Gen. Yamashita, but 
he had underestimated the dur- 
ability of the Yanks, who really 
had come to stay. The Air Force 
unit finally located what they be- 
lieved was a good spot for a 
headquarters, at the afore-men- 
tioned Burawen, about 25 miles 
south of Tacloban. 


There were several things wrong 
with the selection, events proved. 
One was that two very rough air 
strips, which the Americans hoped 
to develop, were on low ground 
and soon ged down under the 
monsoon rains. The second dis- 
advantage was that the Japs were 
loathe to leave that immediate 
neighborhood, with the result that 
Burawen unexpectedly developed 
into an infantry perimeter. 


Other units followed the air- 
men into the Burawen area, and 
small camps of signalmen, engi- 
neers, a quartermaster outfit and 
the advance element of a base 
hospital dotted the terrain. The 
Filipinos, blissfully believing that 
their friends the Yanks would 
readily kick the hated Japs out of 
Leyte, swarmed down from their 
hideouts in the hills and cluttered 
up the roads and the streets of 
Burawen and the surrounding bar- 
rios, 
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ACTUALLY, the battle for 
Leyte, and Philippines, had 
just been joined. Yamashita 


tervening mountains 
swarmed with Japs. 


y 
night. The crash of 155s, fired in 
salvo, laterally lifted uneasy sleep- 
ers off their cots. The roll of the 
heavy shells echoed by the moun- 
tain walls, was like a succession 
of freight trains rumbling down 
a track 10 miles long to the dis- 
tant target. Jap air attacks were 
frequent and at night almost con- 
tinuous. It became rather quickly 
apparent that the behind-the-lines 
Air Force had selected a hot spot 
for a home in the Philippines. 

Meanwhile the entire headquar- 
ters personnel had arrived, tents 
had been pitched, huts built and 
mess halls set up. Although most 
of its planes were still parked on 
distant airstrips in Dutch New 
Guinea, the Fifth was “at home” 
and in business in the Philippines. 
This was the scene then on the 
evening of Dec. 6. 


There had been several indica- 
tions that the Japanese intended 
to remember the anniversary of 
Pearl Harbor. About 3 o’clock in 
the morning several days earlier 
a low-flying plane had maneuv- 
ered to within a short distance of 
Burey airstrip, where the Fifth 
had endeavored to operate fighter 
planes in the’muddy lowland, and 
had been shot down. Investigation 
of the wreckage revealed a num- 
ber of scorched Jap bodies, and 
equipment which identified the 
plane’s occupants as paratroop- 
ers. Intelligence deducted that the 
ill-fated visitors were a pathfinder 
party. 

Then at 6:30 o’clock on. the 
morning of Dec. 6 a party of sev- 
eral hundred Japs made a sur- 
prise attack on a Signalmen’s 
camp On the outskirts of Burawen., 
The Japs, moving down from the 
mountains at night, swarmed 
through the barely awakened 
camp, set up the day before, hack- 
ing at the surprised Americans 
still in their cots and firing on 
the personnel of a motor convoy, 
which had become stalled on a 
nearby road during the night due 
to a washout.

The area was wide 
open, and the Japs in the coco- 
nuts were unmolested that day. 
Shortly before dusk on Dec. 6 
the now jittery Fifth Air Force 
men gaped open-mouthed as 14 
Japanese Betty bombers appeared 
without warning over Burawen. 
Due to the proximity of the Jap- 
anese ground forces, our forces 
had been unable to establish radar 
points in the mountains, and the 
Japs flew in unmolested. Before 
the startled ack ack gunners 
could leap to their guns the close- 
flying formation was over Burey 
strip, dropping smoke bombs. Sim- 
ultaneously, 10 low-flying enemy 


transport planes swept in and dis-— 


gorged their loads of heavily 
armed paratroopers. The trans- 
ports swerved right and left in 
evasive action through a sky now 
ablaze with anti-aireraft fire, 
streaking toward the safety of the 
mountains. Two of them were 
shot down, but their little yellow 
men, pockets chuck full of gren- 
ades and other lethal playthings, 
had already landed. There was 
the makings of a lively time, 


That night the Jap paratroop- 
ers quickly made contact with the 


lain low in the coconut 
grove, There was easy prey— 
small American units camped 
around Burey strip, the advance 
party of six officers and 16 en- 
listed men of a troop carrier 
squadron; men of an air liaison 
squadron, small repair and serv- 
ice units. 

Moving with the swiftness and 
deadly purpose of a Sioux war 
party, the Japanese speedily 
slaughtered the virtually defense- 
less mechanics and technicians in 
the small, isolated camps.

Other war parties 
fanned out and attacked a signal 
camp, where they met stiff resist- 
ance and suffered some casualties, 
although setting fire to the mess 
hall.

Machine-gun tracer bullets 
whizzed through Burawen and the 
Air Force headquarters camps. 
Defenses were organized, ammuni- 
tion and grenades distributed and 
a general preparation made for a 
“last stand.” Frightened Filipinos 
began swarming in from their out 
lying huts, adding to the confu- 
sion. A tank outfit, which had 
bogged down in the town during 
the heavy rains, set up a peri- 
meter and its personnel unlim- 
bered their machine guns. 
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S the battle developed, frantic 
A pices were telephoned for in- 
fantry aid. The jittery airmen 
fired without command in all di- 


rections when the enemy attack 
spread. Machinegun slugs sang 
through Gen. Whitehead’s quar- 
ters, causing that doughty airman 
to seek & more habitable spot. 
Staff members, who had set up of- 
fices in a badly shelled school 
building, stuck to their posts, sit- 
ting on the floor as they repeated 
telephone requests for infantry 
support, The Japs had tapped the 
telephones, and had picked up the 
countersign, “Piggly-Wiggly.” 


There were English-speaking 
Japs among the paratroopers and 
they tried to “Piggly-Wiggly” 
themselves into various audacious 
situations. In an attack on one 
signal camp a Jap leader shout- 
ed, “Don’t shoot Joe, I'm coming 
in.” An American lieutenant 
wasn't fooled. He shouted back, 
“Come in, Joe,” then heaved a 
grenade, which just about tore the 
Jap’s head off. 


Before dawn a battalion of mud- 
encrusted infantrymen from the 
Ninety-sixth Division tramped into 
Burawen and took over. They 
set up a perimeter of machine- 
guns and mortars; strung wire, 
booby-trapped with grenades, near 
the hospital, and then sent out 
parties to retake the airstrip. The 
second night, despite the comfort- 
ing presence of the Ninety-sixth 
Division men, was as bad as the 
first. The Japs were on the prowl 
firing through the town and at- 
tempting infiltrations. There 
were frequent alarms and reports, 
and general firing by the Air 
Force troops. The only safe place 
was below ground level, as many 
Filipino civilians learned. 


Artillery and mortar fire was 
used on the stubborn Japs during 
several succeeding days and 
nights, and eventually it was 
necesgary for the infantry to wade 
through the boggy ground sur- 
rounding Burey strip, and into the 
coconut grove, and root the enemy 
out individually. The enemy force 
of more than 400 skilled fighters, 
representing both the airborne 
and the ground units, was finally 
wiped out and an Air Force head- 
quarters ceased to be an infantry 
battleground. But the peculiar 
little men of Nippon had remem- 
bered an anniversary in a manner 
not soon to be forgotten.
